Section 87. Every justice, on demand of any per-
son in whose favor he shall have rendered judgment
for more than ten dollars, exclusive of costs, shall give
to such person a certified transcript of such judgment,
and the clerk of the district court of the county in
which the judgment was rendered shall upon the pro-
daction of any such transcript, file the smme in his

fiea with Clak of 0ffice and forthwith enter such judgment in the docket

of the district court judgments, and decrees, and shall
note thereon the time of the filing such transeript, and
any justice having the cystody, by virtue of his office,
of the docket of any former justice is hereby required
to give a certified transcript of judgment, and other
proceedings, in like manner and with like effect as if
such judgment had been rendered or such proceeding
had before him, and all such certified transcripts here-
tofore or hereafter given, filed and docketed as afore-
